Analysis Pr epa red by Department of Natural Resourees 

Chapter NR 118, Wis. Adm. Code, requires that eounties, eities and villages 
regulate land use to proteet the unique and environmentally sensitive bluffline 
areas of the lower St. Croix National Seenie Riverway as shown in the master 
plan dated February, 1976 and prepared jointly by the National Park Service 
and the States of Wiseonsin and Minnesota. 

Major revisions to ehapter NR 118 include: 

1. ~fodification of jurisdictional boundaries to eliminate unnecessary 
application of riverway regulations in portions of municipalities removed from 
the river. 

2. Created definitions for stairs and lifts to differentiate them from 
structures. 

3. Created definitions for soil and rock bluff faee with eertification 
requirements. 

4. Modified the definition of land division to include parcels of 20 
acres or less in order to avoid the practice of developers selling 10-acre 
parcels that barely comply with dimensional standards to eliminate public 
review required of smaller land divisions. The procedure created 10-acre 
pareels that were 200 feet wide and a half-mile deep. 

5. The definition of visually inconspicuous is ereated to correspond with 
the definition used by the State of Minnesota. 

6. Standards for docks and piers are created. 

7. All newand updated transmission and distribution facilities must be 
buried or share existing rights-of-way with the exception of the Rock Island 
pipeline corridor. 

8. The general provisions have been amended to allow lifts and stairs 
in bluffline area s subject to local approval and certification by a registered 
professional engineer or architect. 

9. The color of structures, stairs, lifts and docks has been made more 
restrictive so that earth tones and natural wood must be used at all times. 
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Pursuant to the authority vested in th~ State of "Tiseonsin Natural 

Resourees Board by seetions 23.09, 23.11, 30.27 and 227.014, Wiseonsin Statutes, 

the State of Wiseonsin Natural Reaourees Board hereby repeals and reereates

NR 118.01 Purpose. The following rules are neeessary to reduee the 

adverse effeets of poorly planned shoreland and bluff area development, to 

prevent pollution and eontamination of surrace and groundwaters and soil 

erosion, to provide sufficient space on lots for sanitary faeilities, to 

minimize flood damage, to maintain property values, to preserve and maintain 

the exeeptional seenie and natural eharaeteristies of the water and related 

land of the lower St. Croix river valley in a manner consistent with the 

national wild and seenie river aet (P.L. 90-542), the federal lower St. Croix 

river aet of 1972 (P.L. 92-560) and the Wiseonsin lower St. Croix river aet 

(ehapter 197, laws of Wiseonsin, 1973). 

NR 118.02 Applieability. (1) The lower St. Croix river distriet bound-

aries. These rules shall apply within the boundaries of the lower St. Croix 

seenie riverway as set forth in the master plan Jointly prepared by the 

states of Minnesota and Wiseonsin and the national park service pursuant to 

P.L. 92-560 exeept that the ineorporated area of the city of st. Croix Falls 

lying west of STH 35 and STH 87 in seetion 30, T34N, R18w shall be included. 

(2) Lower St. Croix river distriet. Eaeh ordinanee enaeted or amended 
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by a city, village or eounty shall designate a lower St. Croix river distriet 

in aeeordanee with the previously described baundaries. 

(3) Loeal regulations adapted pursuant to s. 30.27, Stats., may be mare, 

but not less, restrietive than the standards eontained in these administrative 

rules. In no case shall a use or activity allowed by these rules be permitted 

eontrary to loeal zoning regulations. 

NR 118.03 Definitions. (1) "Accessory building" means a building on the 

same premises and subordinate to the principal use eustomarily ineidental 

thereto. 

(2) "Agrieulture" means general farming, including dairying, livestock and 

poultry raising, nurseries, greenhouses and other similar enterprises. 

(3) "Bluff face" means that area riverward from the bluffline where slope 

toward the river equals 12% or more with the horizontal interva1 of measurement 

not exceeding 50 feet. Rock bluff faces are those eonsisting af primarily 

explosed bedroek material. For the purposes of this definition, bedrock means 

any igneous, metamorphic or sedimentary material which is more than 50% eon­

solidated (more than 50% consolidated rock material by vOlume). Soil bluff 

faces are those eonsisting of primarily soil material. For the purposes of 

this definition, soil means any unconsolidated material consisting or primarily 

varying amounts of sand, silt or clay whieh is less than 50% eonsalidated (more 

than 50% soil material by volume). 

(4) "Bluffline" means a line along the top of a slope, eonneeting the 

points at which the slope, proceeding away from the river or adjoining water­

shed ehannel which is not visua11y inconspicuous beeomes less than 12%. The 

loeation of the b1uff1ine shall be eertified by a registered 1and surveyor, 

soil scientist or a landseape architect. 

(5) "Building 1ine" means a line measured aeross the width of the lot 

at that point where the main strueture is placed in aceordanee with setback 

provisions. 
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(6) "Department" means the Hiseonsin department of natural resourees. 

(7) "Dock" means a temporary strueture extending into the water to 

facilitate the launching or mooring of watercraft or for fishing during the 

open water season. 

(8) "Dwelling unit" means a building or portian thereof wi~h rooms 

arranged, designed, used or intended for one family. 

(9) "Land division" means any division of a lot, parcel or tract by the 

owner thereof or the owner's agent, for the purpose of -transfer of ownership 

or building development which creates one or mare parcels or building sites 

of 20 acres or less. 

(10) "Landscape architect" means a person who has graduated with a major 

in landscape architecture from a college accredited by the american society 

of landscape architects. 

(Il) "Lift" means a mechanieal device either temporary or permanent con­

taining a mobile open top car including hand or guard rails and sides of 

adequate height to contain small loose articIes, a track upon which the open 

top car moves, and a mechanieal device to provide power to the op en top caro 

(12) "Local ordinance" means any county, town or municipal ordinance, 

portion of an ordinance, or amendments thereto, adopted by aloeal unit of 

government, with authority from state enabling legislation, which regulates 

the use df land within the lower St. Croix river district. 

(13) "Lot" means a parcel, piece or portion of land, defined by metes 

and bounds, certified survey, recorded land subdivision plat or other means 

and separated from other lots, parcels or similar units by such description. 

(14) "Net project area" means lands intended for building development 

within identified project boundaries lying within the lower St. Croix river 

district less: 



(a) Land slopes in excess of 12% toward the river. 

(b) Area of stream floodways. 

(e) Area of road right-of-way. 

(d) Major drainage ways. 

(15) "Ordinary highwater mark" means the point on the bank or shore up to 

which the presenee and action of water ,is so continuous as to leave a distinet 

mark either by erosion, destruetion of terrestrial vegetation or other easily 

recognized characteristics. 

and: 

(16) "Seleetive cutting" means the removal of single trees or shrubs. 

(17) "Setback" means the minimum horizontal distanee between a structure 

(a) The ordinary highwater mark; 

(b) The bluffline; or 

(e) Lot lines. 

(18) "Sevrage disposal system" means any system for the eolleetion, treat­

ment, and disposal of sewage including, but not limited to septic tanks, soil 

absorption systems, holding tanks and drainf~elds. 

(19) "Single family dwelling" means a detached building containing one 

dvlelling unit. 

(20) "Slope" means all lands between the ordinary highwater mark and the 

bluffline. 

(21) "Soil scientist" means a person who has graduated with a major in 

soil seience from a 4-year eollege program. 

(22) "Stairways" means a series of steps which may be construeted of wood, 

metal, stone or any combination of those materials for the purpose of allowing 

persons upward and downward mobility in bluff areas. 

(23) "Structure" means any wall, building or appurtenance thereto but 

not ineluding stairways and lifts. 
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(21d "Substandard lot" means a lot created and reeorded prior to the effec­

tive date or ordinances implementing these rules which does not meet the dimen­

sional requirements of these rules. 

(25) "Transmission services" means electric power, telephone and telegraph 

lines, cables or conduits, or pipelines that are used to transport large blocks 

of power or oil or gas, convey information or transport materials between 2 

points. In the case of electrical power, this will general ly apply to trans­

misaion lines operating at 69,000 volts or more. For main pipeline crossings 

of gas, liquids or solids in suspension, this means those us es to transport 

such materials bet\,een 2 points. 

(26) "Visually inconspicuous" means difficult to see or not readily notice­

able in summer months as viewed from the river. 

Note: All distanees unIess otherwise specified shall be measured 

horizontally. 

NR 118.04 Severability. If any section, paragraph, phrase, sentence or 

clause of this chapter should be declared invalid or unconstitutional for any 

reason, the remainder of this chapter shall not be affected thereby. 

NR 118.05 Land uses and activities in the lower St. Croix river district. 

The following elassifications, uses, structures and services shall be subject 

to the general provisions contained in NR 118.06. 

(1) Unincorporated areas. (a) Permitted uses. 1. Single family detached 

dwellings. 

2. Nonstructural open space uses associated with maintaining the value 

of certain lands for natural areas, seenie, recreation, wildlife management, 

water and soil conservation and other such purposes. 

3. Agriculture (nonstructural) including silviculture in complianee with 

NR 118.06(11). 
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4. Highl1ay '\eraysides, rest areas and scenic overlooks. 

5. Governmental structures used as information centers or for resource 

management to improve the fish and wildlife habitat. 

6. Signs as approved by state or local governments which are necessary for 

public health and safety; signs indicating areas that are available or not 

available for public use; and signs that are otherwise lawful, provided they 

are not visible from the river. 

7. Accessory buildings, provided they are not located closer to the bluff­

line than the principal structure. 

8. Docks and piers that have a permit from the army corps of engineers. 

(b) Conditionally permitted uses and activities. 1. The following uses 

are subject to approval after class 2 notice and public hearing: 

a. Land divisions. 

b. Transmission services. 

c. Filling, grading and rock riprapping for shoreline protection. 

d. Stairways or lifts~ 

2. The applieant shall submit sufficient eopies of the following informa­

tion to the county 30 days prior to the hearing on the applieation for a condi­

tionally permitted aetivity. The applieant seeking a permit for land divisions, 

transmission serviees, or filling and grading shall submit information required 

by subds. a. to f. The applieant seeking a permit for a stairway or lift shall 

submit information required by subds. a. to d., g. and h. Information required 

by subds. a. to f. shall be certified by a professional engineer or land 

surveyor registered in Wiseonsin. Information required by subd. g. shall be 

eertified as required in the "bluff facett definition. 

a. Plat or survey showing the property loeation, boundaries, dimensions, 

elevations, blufflines, utility and roadway corridors, and the ordinary high­

water mark or regional flood elevation (if applieable). 
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b. Location of existing and proposed structures. 

c. Location of existing and proposed alterations of vegetation and topo­

graphy including filling and grading. 

d. Adjoining land and water uses, including natural values in terms of 

spa\vning grounds and fish and game habitat. 

e. Suitability of area for onsite waste disposal. Size and loeation of 

system shall be indieated. If a municipal wastewater collection and treatment 

system is to be utilized, the developer must submit a written agreement from 

the munieipality or sanitary distriet indicating that the system has the 

capacity to handIe the development. 

f. Water supply system. 

g. Whether the bluff face is a soil bluff faee or a rock bluff face. 

h. Photos of the area of proposed permitted and conditional 

aetivity as viewed from the lower St. Croix river.

3. Review of conditionally permitted uses and aetivities. No less than 

20 days prior to the hearing, the eounty shall send a eopy of the above infor­

mation to the following ageneies for review and comment: 

a. County planning department. 

b. Department of natural resourees. 

e. Regional planning commission. 

d. Town board. 

e. Minnesota-Wiseonsin boundary area commission. 

4. Hearing record and deeision. The hearing record shall contain the 

eomments of the agencies listed in NR 118.05(1)(a)3. The decision in regard to 

permitting land divisions, transmission services, or filling and grading shall 

address all points with the exeeption of subd. g. The deeision in regard to 

permitting lifts or stairways shall address all points. No use or activity 

shall be permitted unIess it can feasibly eomply with all requirements of 

NR 118.06. 
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a. The scenic and recreational qualities of the lower St. Croix scenic 

rivenray. 

b. The maintenance of safe and healthful conditions. 

c. The prevention and control of water pollutian including sedimentation. 

d. The location of the site with respeet to flood plains and floodways 

of rivers and streams. 

e. The erosion potential of the site based upon degree and direction of 

slope, soil type and vegetative coverso 

f. Location of site with respeet to existing or future access roads. 

g. The amount of liquid wastes to be generated and the adequacy of the 

proposed disposal system. 

h. The compatibility of the project with uses on adjacent land. 

i. The use of common corridors for locating proposed facilities within 

or adjacent to existing public service facilities such as roads, bridge s and 

transmission services. 

j. Whether the bluff face is a soil bluff face. 

5. The county shall submit a copy of the written decision including a 

summary of the hearing, to the department within 5 work days of the date of 

the hearing for department approval, modification or rejection within 20 days. 

No response within 20 days shall be deemed an approval. 

(2) Incorporated areas. (a) Zoning and subdivision regulations existing 

on the effective date of these rules shall prevail with these qualifications: 

1. The incorporated areas shall provide a timely copy of the notice of 

hearing and a copy of the decision on applications including but not limited 

to annexations, variances, amendments and conditional uses to: 

a. County planning agency. 

b. Regional planning commission. 
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e. Minnesota-Wisconsin boundary area eornmission. 

d. Department of natural resourees.

2. The general provisions eontained in NR 118.06 shall be eontained within 

munieipal zoning ordinanees, with the exeeption that provisions in sueh munieipal 

ordinanees setting height, lot area, lot width and depth or density standards 

shall prevail and substitute for height, lot area, width and depth and density 

standards set forth in NR 118.06. The general provisions of NR 118.06 shall 

apply if eomparable provisions are absent from munieipal ordinanees. 

3. The zoning of unineorporated lands in the lower St. Croix river distriet 

proposed to be annexed to ineorporated areas shall be subjeet to the approval 

by the department after eonsultationwith the annexing ineorporated area and 

the county. 

NR 118.06 General provisions. The following general provisions shall be 

contained in local ordinanees: 

(1) Prohibited uses. Within the lower St. Croix river district, all uses 

not listed as eonditionally permitted or permitted uses shall be prohibited. 

(2) Density standards. (a) Detaehed single family dwellings. No more 

than one dwelling per unit per aere of net project area may be allowed. There 

shall be no more than one principal structure on each pareel. 

(b) Planned unit development. The number of proposed family dwellings 

permitted shall not exeeed by more than 50% the number of units allowed if 

the proposal was based on single family dwelling units. 

(3) Setback for struetures, parking faeilities, private roads, public 

streets and transmission serviees. (a) The minimum setback shall be 200 feet 

from the ordinary highwater mark or 100 feet from the bluffline, whichever 

distance is greater from the ordinary highwater mark. 
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(b) The board of adjustment for counties or the board of appeals for cities 

and villages may grant a variance to the setback requirements in par. (a) above 

for pre-existing parcels only where the applicant has proven that a hardship 

exists. However, no variance shall be granted for a setback which is less than 

40 feet from the bluffline; or where such variance shall result in a change in 

natural appearance of the shoreline, slope or bluffline as viewed from the river. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant to justify the need for such a reduced 

setback and display how the proposed structure will be visually inconspicuous 

from the river. The setback line shall be delineated on the application and 

staked out by the applicant. The local enforcement official shall certify the 

accuraey of setback line prior to eonstruction. 

(e) Justification for a redueed setback shall be based on limitations 

imposed by the physieal eharaeteristies of the property, not on the eeonomic 

or other eonditions of the appIieant. 

(4) Placement of structures. Struetures shall not be loeated on slopes 

faeing the lower St. Croix river of greater than 12%. Alterations of such 

slopes to overcome this limitation are not permitted. 

(5) Height. The height of any strueture shall not exeeed 35 feet above 

average ground level. 

(6) Lot width. Parcels or lots created for single family dwellings shall 

be no less than 200 feet in width at the building line. 

(7) Lot line setback. All struetures or portions thereof shall be located 

at least 25 feet from all property lines. 

(8) Doeks and piers. Doeks and piers associated with riparian residential 

developments shall be allowed only during the open water season and shall only 

extend into the water the minimum distanee neeessary to allow the launching and 

mooring of watereraft and shall be parallel with the shoreline whenever possible, 
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and shall not exceed the resource limitations of the site or extend beyond the 

slow speed shore zone. No covered slips or framed canopies shall be constructed. 

They shall be in earth tones. Lighting of dock or pier areas is permitted only 

if required by federal, state or local laws or for lighting municipal facilities 

in incorporated areas only for health and safety reasons. 

(9) Lifts. Lifts may be permitted on soil face bluffs only provided the 

fOllowing standards are met: 

(a) The primary function of a lift shall be for the transportation of 

persons up and down the bluff face. 

(b) No lift shall be designed and utilized for the transport of boats or 

maehinery up or down the bluff faee. 

(e) All visible parts of lifts shall be painted or finished in natural or 

earth tones and be visually ineonspieuous. 

(d) Lifts shall be loeated in the least visually conspicuous portion of 

any lot. 

(e) No eonstruetion shall begin on any lift until the applieant has pro­

vided loeal eode enforeement offieials with a plan showing all neeessary 

eonstruetion data ineluding loeation of the lift, design, size, color, dimen­

sions and other pertinent information. The plan shall eontain a eertifieation 

by a registered professional engineer or arehitect that the lift components 

are seeurely anehored to pr event them from shifting and from eausing aecelerated 

erosion. 

(f) The ear of any lift shall not exeeed 4 by 6 feet. Cars may have hand 

rails but no canopies or roofs shall be allowed. Location of the transporting 

device or power souree shall not be visually conspicuous. 

(10) Stairways. Stairways may be permitted on only soil face bluffs pro­

vided the following standards are met: 
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(a) No stairway sha1l exceed 36 inches (3 feet) in width. 

(h) Landings may be permitted at a minimum vertiea1 interva1 of 20 feet. 

Landings sha11 not exeeed 40 square feet in area. 

(e) Stairways sha1l be painted or stained in earth or natural tones or 

may be left unfinished if construeted of wood materia1s and shal1 be visually 

inconspicuous. 

(d) Railings of hand rails are permitted in conjunction with stairs and 

sha11 be painted or stained the same color as the stairways. 

(e) Canopies or roofs are not permitted on stairways or landings. 

(f) Stairways sha11 be located in the most visually inconspicuous portion 

of any lot. Vegetative plantings sha1l be used to screen the stairway from 

the river. 

(g) Stairways sha11 be anchored and supported with pi1ings or footings. 

(h) No construction sha11 begin until the app1icant has submitted a plan 

for the stairway to the 10cal enforcement offieial showing all necessary con­

struction data including 1oeation, design, dimensions, color, construction 

materials and other pertinent information. The p1an sha11 contain a eertifi­

cation by a registered professiona1 engineer or architeet that the stairway 

components are seeure1y anehored to prevent them from shifting and from eausing 

aeee1erated erosion. 

(11) Vegetative management provisions. The vegetation sha1l be managed 

to maintain the essential charaeter, quality and density of existing growth. 

Compatible species of vegetation sha11 be used for rep1aeement or new plantings. 

Vegetation sha1l effeetive1y screen lifts and stairs with in 5 years, otherwise 

the lift .nd stairs shal1 be removed. 

(a) On lands within 200 feet of the ordinary highwater mark and 40 feet 

landward of the bluff1ine, the following standards sha11 apply. 

1. Removal of trees and shrubs is not permitted. 

2. The above cutting provisions sha11 not prevent: 
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a. The removal of diseased or inseet infested trees, or of rotten or damaged 

trees that present safety hazards. 

b. Pruning of trees or the cutting of shrubs, understory vegetation bushes, 

grasses or from harvesting nonwood fiber erops. 

(b) Vegetative cutting e1sewhere in the lower St. Croix river district may 

he conducted only where it is aceessory to a permitted or conditionally permitted 

aetivity. 

(12) Grading and filling provisions. (a) Any grading or filling of the natural 

topography in exeess of that normally required for the eonstruction of a strueture 

or for normal yard maintenanee shall be subjeet to all applieable state laws, the 

provisions for eonditionally permitted activities" and in addition: 

1. An applieation for a permit shall include a detailed p1an and schedule 

of the earth moving aetivities, ineluding a plan which shows how vegetative cover 

will he reestablished at what density and withinwhat timeframe. 

2. Approval of a plan shall be conditioned upon the following: 

a. No filling or grading shall be allowed except for rock riprapping for 

shore1ine protection on slopes greater than 12%. 

b. Diversions, silting basins, terraces and other methods to trap sediments 

shal1 be used where necessary. 

c. Fill shall he stahilized according to accepted engineering standards. 

(h) Lagooning and dredging are prohibited unIess authorized by permit from 

the department. Protection against erosion, sedimentation and impairment of 

fish and aquatie life shall be assured. 

(e) The drainage or fi1ling of wetlands is prohibited. 

(13) Color of struetures. The exterior color of structures ineluding roofs, 

stairways, doeks and lifts shal1 be natural wood and earth tones. 

(14) Substandard lots. Lots of record in the register of deeds office on 

the effective date of these rules or enaetment of amendment to local ordinance 

which do not meet the requirements of NR 118.06 may be a110wed as building sites 

provided that: 
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(a) The lot is in separate ownership from abutting Iands, or, if lots in 

an existing subdivision are in comnon ownership, that each of the Iots have at 

least one acre of net project area, and 

(b) The proposed use conforms to the requirements of these rules and any 

underlying zoning or sanitary eode requirements. 

(15) Transmission facilities. All newand updated transmission and dis­

tribution faeilities shall be buried or shall share existing public or utility 

rights-of-way except the existing pipeline corridor in section 2, township 33 

north, range 19 west, Polk eounty, Wisconsin 

(16) Subdivisions. In any new subdivision with river frontage there shall 

be one designated loeation for a stairway or lift. 

NR 118.07 Administrative provisions. (1) Adoption and review or ordinances. 

(a) Ordinances implementing the provisions of this chapter shall be adopted 

within 90 days of the promulgation of these rules. 

(b) Upon adoption of an ordinance implementing these rules, the govern­

mental unit shall submit 2 eopies of the ordinance to the department of natural 

resources. The department shalI review such ordinance and respond to its 

adequacy in meeting the rules. 

(2) Review of appeals in unincorporated area. (a) All appeals for condi­

tionally permitted activities, amendments and variances shall be review~d by 

the department and eomments submitted to the appropriate governmental unit 

for inclusion into the hearing record. 

(b) In objecting to an appeal, the department shalI fully state, in 

writing the basis for its opposition and appear at the hearing to explain 

its position. 

(c) Special exception permits, conditional use permits, amendments or 

variances shall not be approved over the objection of the department. 
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(d) A permit for a conditionally permitted activity in an unincorporated 

area shall not be issued over the written objection of a town board. 

1. Such objection shall be presented in writing and in person at the public 

hearing of the conditionally permitted activity; and 

2. Such objection shall explain where the proposed project is inconsistent 

with these rules, the lower St. Croix river protection act, or town zoning 

regtllations. 

(e) Where additional information is introduced at the hearing by the appli-

cant or where the applicant may wish to review the department's or town's 

opposition, the hearing record may be heI d open for review of such information 

or position. 

1. This action by the county shall stay any construction by the applieant. 

2. If at the end of 30 days from the date of the hearing, the department 

or the town has not changed their position, the hearing reeord shall be closed. 

3. The department shall assist the governmental units in implementing and 

enforcing ordinances adopted pursuant to these rules. 

The foregoing rules were approved and adopted by the State of Wisconsin 

Natural Resourees Board on February 28, 1980.
